TEN CURED PRAEC0X 
PATIENTS DISMISSED 



12 Victims Still Are Taking 
Treatment by Insulin Shocks 



Ten of the 43 patients treated 
with insulin for dementia praecox 
at the Central Oklahoma hospital 
are apparently cured and have been 
dismissed from the hospital, Dr. 
James J. Gable, assistant superin- 
tendent, announced Friday. 

Of the remaining patients, S are 
at home, partly recovered or im- 
proved, 19 are improved but remain 
in the hospital, and 9 show, no im- 
provement. Twelve patients are still 
undergoing the treatment. 

"The treatment is not without 
danger," Gable admitted, "and many 
deaths have resulted from the treat- 
ments. However, we have had no 
deaths here." 

Gable stated that the treatment, 
although apparently a success, is 
still in the experimental stage, and 
the patients will not be considered 
completely cured until after a lapse 
of 5 years.

Final Meeting ol Sociological

TWO PAPERS READ 



Speakers Describe Effects of 
English Industrial . 
Invasion 



«pRENCH Canada Under the 
Microscope" is the topic of 
the final meeting of the 
Sociological Society, to be held 
in Strathcona Hall next Wednes- 
day, March 23 at 8:15. The 
meeting was planned to give 
students Eome idea of what 
study is being made from a socio- 
logical point of view, of French 
Canada and what facts are being 
definitely established. 

The topic itself has been divided 
among two speakers. Peggy Mac- 
Donald will describe the research 
projects now being conducted and 
reveal some of their findings. Miss 
MacDonakl will deal in particular 
with the town of Drummondville, a 
thriving French commercial com- 
munity which during the last decade 
has severely felt the invasion of 
English industry and capital. 
ASBESTOS MINES. 

The second speaker, Frieda Bind- 
man, will describe Thetford Mines, 
the source of asbestos, where French 
labourers work under the manage 
ment of English officials and live 
under the leadership of an English 
aristocracy. - - "" 

The research projects which the 
Department of Sociology is now 
conducting are pioneer work— the 
first extensive study to be under- 
taken by any Canadian University 
on French Canada. The findings 
depict the movement of French pop- 
ulation into English areas; the re- 
lative positions of French and Eng- 
lish in the social structure of spe- 
cific communities. The problems 
arising from the simultaneous in- 
vasion of the French population 
and English capital will be describ- 
ed. Special emphasis will be laid 
on the rapid industrialization of 
Quebec and the resultant effects on 
French-Canadian culture. 

A special discussion period has 
been set aside after the papers have 
been presented. This last regular 
meeting of the Sociological Society 
is open to all students of Sociology. 



CLASSICAL CLUB MEET 

At the final meeting of the 
Classical Club this session, the 
speaker will be Professor Cham- 
bers, of the School of Architecture, 
who will give an address on "The 
Greek Conception of Fine Art." 
The meeting is open to all students 
interested in this phase of Classics 
and Architecture, and will take 
place in Strathcona Hall on Friday 
at 4 p.m. . 

At this meeting, officers for next 
session will be elected. At present 
the executive consists of a presi- 
dent and secretary-treasurer, but It 
is understood that a motion for the 
enlargement of the executive to 
include two or three more will be 
made during the course of the 
meeting.

The speaker, who is herself a 
native of the land of Social Credit, 
has made a collection of cartoons 
and satirical articles on Mr. Aber 
hart's pet scheme which have ap- 
peared In various newspapers and 
periodicals.

Strengthened C.B.C. Finan- 
cial Position Enables New 
Arrangement

Altho colored figures will not be 
discredited, the judging will be 
based on originality and workman- 
ship used by the sculptors, the 
Syracuse Daily Orange reports. 



Ottawa, March 15.— (C.U.P.)— 
Starting on May 5 the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation will 
carry a programme of the leading 
symphony orchestras to a Nation- 
wide audience it was disclosed, to 
the Canadian University Press last 
evening. 

In the most important programme 
announcement since the C.B.C. was 
established in 1936 it was made 
known this evening from the office 
of Gladstone Murray, general man- 
ager of the corporation, that this 
new achievement in the corpora- 
tion's plan to give Canada wider 
and better radio coverage with the 
best entertainment of Canadian 
origin, is the result of six months 
of negotiation and is made possible 
by the corporation's strengthened 
financial position. 

All the worthwhile music organ 
izations of the Dominion are ulti 
malely included in the new arrange' 
ment, but this is to be accomplished 
by easy stages. It is recognized by 
the corporation that from the angle 
of public policy meritorious artistic 
effort in this country should be 
given the advantage of improving 
conditions, and that there is room 
for a larger proportion of sym- 
phony music than has been carried 
in the past year."" ' 

From the Toronto Symphony 
Promenade concerts, under the di- 
rection of Reginald Stewart, begin 
ning on Thursday, May 5, and end 
ing on Thursday, October 15, the 
C.B.C. has arranged to broadcast 
one hour weekly from 9 to 10 p.m, 
E.D.S.T. The National Broadcasting 
Company will carry these pro- 
grammes as international exchange 
features. 

Beginning on Tuesday, October 
25, the C.B.C. will broadcast 20 con- 
certs by the Toronto Symphony Or- 
chestra, directed by Sir Ernest Mac- 
Millan. Twelve of these will be 
from Massey Hall and eight will be 
studio performances. The actual 
timing of the programmes is not yet 
settled, but will be either 9 to 10 
p.m., E.S.T., or 9.30 to 10.30 p.m., 
E.S.T. 

An offer has been made to the 
Montreal Symphony Orchestra to 
broadcast a series of ten concerts 
beginning Thursday, October 27. It 
is planned to schedule these studio 
performances between 9 and 10 p.m. 
E.S.T. 

An offer has also been made to 
La Société des Concerts Symphon- 
iques to broadcast a series of ten 
concerts either alternating with or 
following the series of the Montreal 
Symphony Orchestra. 

A proposal has been made to 
the Vancouver Symphony Orchestra 
for broadcasting parts of their Sun- 
day afternoon symphony concerts 
which are given in Stanley Park 
during the summer. 

Following the series by the Toron- 
to and Montreal Symphony Orches- 
tras, it is planned to introduce the 
Calgary Symphony Orchestra to the 
national audience in the spring of 
1939.

THREE DEBATES PLANNED 



short but stormy meeting of 
the Engineering Undergrad- 
uate Society was held yesterday to 
discuss the actions of the present 
executive body concerning elec- 
tions for next year's officers. Ac- 
cording to a statement by T. A. 
Wootton, Secretary of the Society, 
the vole was 80 per cent, in favor 
of the present executive. However, 
this vote was disputed by some. 
Below is quoted the speech made 
at the meeting by Fritz Dugal: 

"I really do not see any point in 
asking me for an explanation for 
I think I have staled my arguments 
in the letter quite explicitly. For 
the benefit of the junior years who 
have in this morning's "Daily" ask- 
ed for an explanation, I will say 
that for a number of years a min- 
ority in search of power, and or- 
ganized as a clique has sought con- 
trol of this society. 

"The group in question being so 
profoundly interested in the wel- 
fare of this society has carefully 
neglected to base its behaviour on 
what they say is an out-of-date 
constitution and have governed it 
as it pleased rather than by the 
fundamental rules set 'forth in the 
constitution, of the Undergraduates 
Society. 



NO CONSTITUTION. 

"Then some clever bird might tell 
us: 'But there is no constitution of 
the Engineering Undergraduate So- 
ciety.' But I will ask this executive 
if there is no constitution, how can 
you hold a mandate? How can you 
class yourself as a governing body? 
How can you administer the soci- 
ety's finances? 

"I hope that the present execu- 
tive will take pride in considering 
itself to be a legal organization. If 
it is so, it must go by the constitu- 
tion, and if it goes by the constitu- 
tion the present executive is out of 
order, for the election should have 
been held on the Friday preceding 
the first Wednesday in March. 

"By remaining out of order, this 
proves quite conclusively that this 
infernal machine which has been 
poisoning the undergraduate body 
for a number of years is once again 
set for action. 

"Mr. President, you have not yet 
answered to an ultimatum request- 
ing you to call for nominations; 
moreover, you made it quite clear 
to me yesterday afternoon that 
things would be run the way you 
and yours pleased, whether we like 
it or not, IS THIS DEMOCRACY?

WORLD NEWS FROM A TELEGRAPH KEY 



ANGLO-ITALIAN 

Neville Chamberlain's policy of 
talks with the dictators was re- 
sumed yesterday when Lord Perth, 
the British Ambassador to Italy, 
called on Count Ciano, Italy's 
Foreign Minister. He was closeted 
with Count Ciano for nearly an 
hour. 

Although preliminary talks had 
achieved no great results, it.U to 
be believed that the negotiations 
proper . for the settlement of Anglo- 
Italian differences were begun in 
yesterday's talk. These series of 
talks will have world-wide reper- 
cussions, for Italy will make her 
decision as to whether she will 
throw the Rome-Berlin axis into 
discard and enter into co-operation 
with the Anglo-French tie-x.p or 
continue in close alliance with Ger- 
many and her present policy. 



BRITISH 

The British Government voted 
last night to speed up armaments 
production as rumours of a secret 
German-Italian alliance became 
rampant. It was feared that the 
two Fascist nations had come to an 
agreement over Austria and Spain. 
Well-informed sources stated that 
the reward for silence in the Aus- 
trian coup would be increased Ger- 
man aid to rebel Spain. 

Favor grew both in London and 
Paris for the abandonment of non- 
intervention in Spain. Leslie Hore- 
Belisha told the House of Com- 
mons yesterday that recruiting had 
increased 35 per cent, as compared 
with the previous year, and increas- 
ed 44 per cent, over the last month. 
There was also favorable response 
to the appeal for 1,000,000 air-raid 
precaution volunteers. 



CANADIAN 

_ > 

The opinion of the great majority 
of delegates to the Mayors' Con- 
vention, held in Ottawa yesterday, 
was ihat the Federal Government 
was not doing all it should to help 
the municipalities in their relief 
problems. The Resolutions Com- 
mittee was faced with the work of 
reconciling the views of the dele- 
gates, some who think that the Fed- 
eral Government should pay 100 per 
cent, of the relief costs and others 
who think that the Provincial and 
Municipal Governments should do 
their share. 

Alderman Biggar of Montreal 
stated that the City Council had re- 
commended the cutting off of direct 
relief on June 15, but that this was 
not final. Nobody in Montreal will 
be allowed to suffer. 



GERMANY 

The Nazi press, apparently on 
Government orders, yesterday warn- 
ed Czechoslovakia of the necessity 
for "an early and satisfactory solu- 
tion" of the minority question, re- 
ferring, of course, to the 3,500,000 
Germans residing in Czechoslovakia. 
The newspapers "told" the Czech 
Government to be reasonable about 
meeting German demands. 

On the Czech question, the Frank- 
furter Zeltung declared that all 
Germany wanted was for the Sude- 
ten (south) Germans to be put on 
a footing of equality - with the 
Czechs and Slovaks. Careful state- 
ments made by Nazi officials, how- 
ever, indicated that the expansion 
of the economic and political possi- 
bilities opened up by the annexa- 
tion of Austria will be looked after 
firsty

The subject for the Talbot Papi- 
neau debate is "Resolved that Lib- 
erty is not a means to an end, but 
is an end in itself." Howard Min- 
ogue will take the affirmative side, ; 
speaking for ten minutes. Glyn 
Owen, for the negative will speak 
for twelve minutes, and there will 
be a five-minute rebuttal. 

The judges have been selected 
with a view to get the widest pos- 
sible range of opinions. Mr. Lovell 
Carroll, a former McGill debater, 
will represent the Law Profession, 
while Guy Tombs is the Business- 
man representative. Professor 
Woodhead, head of the department 
of classics at McGill, will represent 
the University on the Board of 
Judges. 

PAPINEAU COMPETITION. 

The Papineau Cup was presented 
to the Debating Union as a Memo- 
rial to Talbot Mercier Papineau, a 
McGill graduate ki!'°d in the last 
war. This trophy is the chief prize 
offered by the Society and com- 
petition is always very closely 
fought.

2, will defend 
the affirmative side of the question 
while John Parker, B.A. 2, 
Arthur Campbell, BA. 4, will take 
the negative. Five minutes each 
are allowed for the speakers for 
the affirmative and seven for the 
negative upholders; three minutes 
are allotted for rebuttal.

The Bookshelf 



VERTIGO by Lynd Ward. Published by 
Random House. 1937. 

IN this, his fourth book since God's Man 
1 appeared in 1929, Lynd Ward has attempted 
his most ambitious work and achieved the most 
successful results. Other artists of the wood- 
block, from Durer and Holbein to Dore and 
the contemporary school, have told stories in 
simple-pictures and in a consecutive series like 
Holbein's Dance of Death. But Masareel In 
Paris and Ward in America are the first to 
present an entire novel in pictures. 

Vertigo consists of three stories, each in- 
dependent but all linked together by the con- 
clusions that contemporary society dictates. 
The first story in woodcuts is that of an aspir- 
ing girl violinist and her poor accountant- 
father; the second, the cleverest, delineates the 
activities of a year in the life of a rich elderly 
gentleman whose features and actions closely 
resemble the late Mr. Hockefelier; the last 
concerns seven days in the purposeless life of 
a slums boy whose pathetic despairing futile 
efforts to earn" his substance end in a roller 
coaster ride from money gotten by a blood 
transfusion. 

Evén after a hasty perusal of Vertigo the 
reader will discover that he has entered a brave 
new world of the novel told with imaginative 
insight, freshness and great plastic power, a 
story that is at once artistic and a mordant 
impassioned satire on the frustrating dizzying 
dansé macabre of modern industrialization with 
its contrasts, as sharp and clèàr às the woodcuts, 
between wealth and poverty. The cumulative 
mèntal and visual effect of this developed 
theme with its wordless narration whose every 
element of the picture is in the control of an 
artist whose social consciousness is so strong, 
assumes an uncanny, arresting power of violèrit 
and disturbing proportions. 

The boundaries of literature have been 
extended and the spheres of art broadened by 
thè unusual talénts of à gifted artist and supèrb 
novelist.

flTH the winning of the Inter- 
class Hockey Title yesterday 
afternoon at the Forum the Class 
of Engineering II proved conclusive- 
ly that the Engineers definitely 
have a place in the college athletics, 
despite what some Med. students 
might think to the contrary. The 
Commerce II team put up a good 
fight In the opening minutes but 
ended up with the score 3-1 in the 
Engineers' favour at the final 
whistle. 

The difference between playing 
on a chopped up ice surface, on the 
campus rink, and the smooth glossy 
surface of the Forum told its tale 
upon the boys during the contest. 
The extra length of the ice surface 
played havoc with the boys' wind 
as they went all out in the opening 
minutes. 

George Stewart, the Plumbers' 
goaler, just missed a shutout when 
Fournier, of Commerce scored his 
team's only goal in the opening 
minutes of the first period. The 
would-be Financiers passed up a 
glorious chance to score again when 
their rivals were one man short by 
virtue of a penalty to Alec Ham- 
ilton. Hamilton was waved to the 
side for what seemed to be (from 
the Engineer's point of view a fair 
body-creck) an illegal body-check. 

. Commerce put on the pressure but 
to no avail' as their opponents held 
them in check until Hamilton re- 
turned. Both Knaeb and Fournier 
came close to scoring as they came 

. in on Stewart. 

The remainder of the first period 
saw little action as neither team 
was able to score. Near the close 
of the session the Engineers . put on 
the pressure but were unable to tie 
the score as Charlton in the Com 
merce nets was playing a bang-up 
game. 

SECOND PERIOD. 

With a five-man attack at the 
opening of the second period which 
did not seem to click at first finally 
brought results; the Engineers tied 
the score when George Kaneb scor- 
ed on a neat pass from Heron. 
Commerce tried their best to break 
up their opponents' five-man attack 
but failed to do so, but thèy pre- 
vented the Engineers from scoring 
again during the period.

This year there are an unusually 
large number of candidates for the 
lour major student executive posi 
tions, Presidents of the Student's 
Council, Literary and Debating So 
ciety, Men's Athletic Association 
and Men's Residence Committee 
With such a number as have been 
nominated for these various posi 
tions, it will also be more difficult 
to choose between them than if 
only two were nominated for one 
office. 

Ifr is difficult to decide who to 
vote for in such an election.

Prof. Scott Speaks On 
''Freedom of Speech 
At Research Club 

On Monday evening, Professor R 
B. Scott of the Faculty of Law at 
McGill addressed the Social Re 
search Club. He was introduced by 
Miss Armitage. 

The subject of Professor Scott's 
address was "Freedom of Speech 
He outlined the democratic form of 
government and showed that free- 
dom of speech is a vital part of it, 
A democratic state tolerates reli 
gions and all political parties pro 
Vided they keep within the law, 
that is, do not resort to or advocate 
violence in their attempt to change 
the standing system. To determine 
real truth both sides of a question 
must be heard. A dictatorship may 
be strong in many ways yet it is 
weak in its blindness, due to the 
fact that a dictator, as a single in 
dividual, is incapable of seeing 
clearly both sides of a question. 
But if democracy is to stand up 
against dictatorships, the individual 
must take an active interest in it, 
and not content himself with mere, 
ly voting every few years. 

Professor Scott stated that the 
Padlock Law, though contrary to 
all democratic principles, had been 
introduced and passed legally in 
the Provincial Legislature; it can 
,be removed if enough people pub 
licly condemn it

Mr.. Nash's sequel:

Like every other human being who 
gets , mixed up with it, he gets, all 
excited about New York— and the 
way he tells you. about it is lots of 
fun for you. 

The same Ogden Nash and Dor- 
othy Parker as well as others of 
their ilk are well . represented in 
certain extracts of essays and such 
from the New Yorker (in the Car- 
negie). You're sure to like the 
dizzy dialogue between : -the ' men 
who. get Rose White and Rose Red 
andthe Wars of the Roses mixed up, 
. Here's a new planet in your ken 
Mickey Mouse and ■ Archy, the 
Cockroach are familiar to you, meet 
the .Cheerful Cherub by Rital Mc 
Cann,- The authoress, originally 
intended to be ; an 'artist, .but after 
a strenuous year of study at an 
Academy of Art she took a holiday 
and wrote little verses in accord 
ance with her mood of blissful 
comfort. It isn't the "Sunny Jim" 
kind of cheerfulness either. She 
got the idea of combining these 
with her favourite personality 
among her drawings: a naked child 
with sprouting wings, accompanied 
by a sympathetic dog. Each page 
contains a single four-line stanza 
with illustration. If not' the best 
this following is, at any rate 
typical. 

"I've had some awful illnesses,
